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The  Glen  Park  Festival

Spring  is  barely  here,  but  already  planning  is  well  under  way  for  the  third 
annual  Glen  Park  Festival!  This  year's  neighborhood  showcase  and 
Sunday  picnic  will  boast  more  activities  for  all .  including  on-stage  enter- 
tainment, artist  and  craft  booths,  informational  exhibits,  food  and  beverages, 
and  children's  activities. 

The  two  previous  Festivals  have  been  held  on  fairly  chilly  days  in  the  latter 
part  of  October.  To  maximize  chances  for  a  perfect  weather  day,  this  year's  Fes- 
tival is  scheduled  earlier  on  Sunday,  September  27th.  The  Festival's  hours  will 
also  be  expanded,  running  from  10am  to  5pm. 

The  Glen  Park  Festival  is  sponsored  by  the  non-profit  Glen  Park  Association. 
As  with  past  festivals,  proceeds  will  be  used  to  help  finance  scholarships  for  Sil- 
vertree  Day  Camp  in  Glen  Park,  as  well  as  to  seed  next  year's  festivities. 

Attractions 

The  festival  will  run  along  Diamond  Street  from  Bosworth  to  Chenery.  onto 
Wilder  Street  and  into  the  Diamond  Market  parking  lot.  Artist,  craft,  and  infor- 
mational booths  will  line  Diamond  Street.  We're  planning  to  have  a  beer  and  wine 
pavilion  and  a  stage  with  live  entertainment.  There  will  also  be  food  booths  and 
tables,  a  children's  activity  area,  and  a  flea  market.  Here's  some  further  details: 

Stage-A  raised  stage  is  planned  for  scheduled,  feature  entertainment.  This  fes- 
tival focus  will  most  likely  be  located  at  the  comer  of  Wilder  and  Diamond,  where 
it  will  be  visible  from  both  of  the  Diamond  and  Wilder  "legs"  of  the  Festival. 
There  will  be  an  open  area  in  front  of  the  stage  for  listening  and  dancing,  with 
some  tables  for  seated  viewing  to  either  side.  The  public  address  capability  at 
the  stage  will  be  used  to  let  people  know  what's  going  on  and  where,  helping  to 
keep  things  a  bit  more  organized  than  in  previous  years. 

Entertainment-Musical  performances  and  other  features  on  the  stage  will  be 
scheduled  to  dovetail  with  entertainment  provided  in  other  festival  areas, 
including  strolling  individual  performers  and  possibly  groups  too  large  for  the 
stage.  Last  year  the  mariachi  band  in  front  of  La  Corneta  was  a  big  hit.  and  they 
may  be  induced  to  return  this  year.  Entertainment  may  also  be  provided  at  busi- 
nesses within  or  adjoining  the  festival  area.  We  may  ask  a  local  radio  station  to 
set  up  a  DJ  booth  to  furnish  music  between  featured  performances,  while  pro- 
viding the  promotional  advantage  of  a  live  on-the-spot  broadcast. 

Beer  and  Wine-Another  planned  new  attraction  will  be  a  beer  and  wine  tent 
or  pavilion.  This  has  tentatively  been  sited  at  the  Bosworth  end  of  Diamond,  mak- 
ing good  use  of  a  spot  that  sometimes  is  too  breezy  for  other  purposes.  It  will  be 
fully  visible  from  the  BART  station  and  by  passersby  on  Bosworth.  helping  to 
draw  more  people  in  for  the  festivities. 

Artists'  Booths-About  twenty-four  booths  are  to  be  arranged  in  two  back-to- 
back  ranks  down  the  center  of  Diamond  Street.  These  ten-by-ten  booths  will  pri- 
marily house  artwork  on  display  or  for  sale,  craft  exhibitions  and  demonstration, 
and  related  attractions.  We're  particularly  interested  in  featuring  artists  and  crafts- 
people from  the  neighborhood  and  nearby  areas. 

Information  Booths-Information  centers  operated  by  local  non-profit  and  ser- 
vice organizations  may  occupy  some  of  the  main  booths  on  Diamond,  as  well  as 
other  tables  and  booths  situated  along  the  sidewalks  and  at  the  end  of  Kern 
Street  where  it  opens  on  Diamond. 

Food  Vendors-Food  vendors  will  be  spaced  along  Wilder  Street  beginning 


where  it  adjoins  Diamond,  interspersed  with  tables  and  chairs  for  patrons.  We're 
working  on  ways  to  spruce  up  this  area  and  turn  it  into  a  pleasant  promenade 
for  relaxed  enjoyment  of  food  vendor  offerings  and  the  companionship  of  fel- 
low festival-goers. 

Children's  Activities-Because  it  is  partly  set  off  by  walls  and  fences,  the  Dia- 
mond Market  parking  lot  is  the  perfect  place  for  a  children's  activity  area.  In  a 
repeat  of  one  of  last  year's  popular  features,  we'll  put  the  kids  to  work  on  a  paper 
mural  along  the  back  wall  of  the  market.  Participation  will  be  a  focus  of  children's 
area  activities,  since  kids  particularly  enjoy  creating  something  and  being  able 
to  carry  away  a  keepsake  of  their  memorable  day.  We're  also  working  to  sched- 
ule a  Fire  Engine  and  SFPD's  popular  Talking  Police  Car,  most  likely  to  be  parked 
on  Wilder  near  the  children's  area. 

Volunteering  to  help  neighborhood  children  have  a  great  time  at  the  Festival 
is  a  particularly  rewarding  way  to  contribute.  It  has  been  suggested  that  area  nurs- 
eries, day  care  centers,  and  schools  might  be  interested  in  helping  to  plan  and 
run  activities  in  the  children's  area. 

Flea  Market-A  flea  market  will  occupy  the  half  of  the  Diamond  Market  park- 
ing lot  opposite  the  children's  activity  area.  Community  residents  are  encouraged 
to  inquire  about  renting  a  space.  Good  foot  traffic  is  expected,  and  most  people 
won't  have  to  go  far  to  carry  their  treasures  home. 

Festival  Info-It  might  be  argued  that  part  of  the  charm  of  past  Festivals  has 
been  the  cheery,  chaotic  way  in  which  they  unfolded.  However,  this  meant  that 
people  in  attendance  sometimes  weren't  aware  of  activities  and  attractions  in  areas 
of  the  festival  that  they  didn't  stumble  upon.  Without  resorting  to  regimentation, 
we're  making  plans  to  make  more  use  of  large  area  signs  and  strategically-placed 
maps  and  pointers.  Tables  placed  at  the  major  entrances  to  the  festival  area  will 
provide  maps  and  schedules  and  (hopefully!)  volunteers  to  answer  questions 
and  provide  directions. 

What's  So  Special  About  Glen  Park? 

For  those  of  you  who  are  new  to  the  neighborhood,  the  Glen  Park  Festival  was 
begun  to  help  foster  a  sense  of  community  among  its  residents  and  to  promote 
the  attractions  of  our  lovely  corner  of  San  Francisco  to  folks  from  nearby  areas. 
After  all.  Glen  Park  is  a  pretty  special  place.  The  beauty  of  Glen  Canyon  itself, 
with  its  forested  floor  surrounded  by  vertiginous  slopes  with  castle-like  rock  out- 
croppings,  is  one  of  San  Francisco's  best-kept  secrets. 

Neighborhood  streets  tilt  or  snake  sideways  along  the  hills  that  shape  the  Glen, 
converging  on  a  cozy,  self-contained  downtown  area.  This  imparts  an  alpine  vil- 
lage atmosphere.  Small  shops  in  the  village  are  quite  unlike  cookie-cutter  malls 
and  chain  stores;  Glen  Park's  small  businesses  are  operated  by  friendly  and 
helpful  merchants  who  believe  in  the  personal  touch. 

Nestled  among  the  hills.  Glen  Park  is  a  distinctive  and  comfortable  corner  of 
the  best  place  on  earth.  The  enfolding  landscape  may  be  one  reason  why  Glen 
Park's  inhabitants  seem  a  bit  more  laid-back  than  the  average  city  denizen.  Although 
our  work  takes  most  of  us  elsewhere  much  of  the  time,  we  have  a  real  commu- 
nity to  come  home  to. 

We're  looking  to  create  a  festive  street  fair  atmosphere  with  lots  of  interest* 
ing  things  to  see  and  do  for  everyone,  young  and  old.  The  key  goal,  though,  is  to 
give  neighbors  a  chance  to  meet  and  mingle!

In  Glen  Canyon  Park

Rain.  rain,  and  more  rain.  Trails  in  the  back  of  the  canyon  don't  get  a  chance  to  dry  out 
and  they  become  wider  and  wider  as  walkers  try  to  get  around  the  mud.  A  small  stream 
Hows  down  Alms  Road  on  a  rainy  day  creating  a  gully  right  down  the  center.  Cars  move 
over  to  the  side  to  avoid  it  and  the  road  becomes  wider.  Six  more  feet  of  green  space  has 
disappeared. 

All  the  rain,  however,  has  certainly  got  the  grasses  and  flowers  growing.  I've  never  seen 
so  many  poppies  as  this  Spring.  The  park  behind  the  house  on  Berkeley  Way  and  Diamond 
Heights  Boulevard  has  an  amazing  patch  of  owl's  Clover.  Here  where  the  soil  is  thin,  rocky 
owl's  Clover  is  flourishing.  On  close  examination  it  is  easy  to  see  why  it  has  the  common 
name.  Owl's  Clover,  Each  individual  tiny  blossom  on  the  stalk  looks  like  a  rather  exotic  owl 
with  alight  yellow  belly  and  purple  top  knot. 

Some  of  the  lupines  are  doing  very  well  this  year,  but  others  seem  to  have  disappeared. 
The  grasses  have  grown  so  tall  that  in  many  places  the  flowers  are  hidden. 

Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  had  three  flower  walks  this 
Spring,  one  each  month.  It  was  interesting  to  see  the  succes- 
sion of  blooms.  In  February  the  willow  catkins  were  out. 
The  Osoberry  was  in  full  bloom.  Buttercups  and  Miner's 
Lettuce  dotted  the  grass  slopes  while  Currant  and  Columbine 
bloomed  by  the  ponds.  In  March  the  Sun  Cups,  Coast  Iris, 
Phacelia,  Wild  Cucumber,  Mule's  Ear,  and  Footsteps  to 
Spring  were  blooming.  In  April  the  poppies  were  out  in  full 
force  along  with  the  lupines. 

Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park,  the  Native  Plant  Society, 
and  Recreation  and  Parks  managed  to  have  their  scheduled  plant  restoration  work  parties  in 
the  canyon  despite  the  rain.  This  is  a  good  activity  since  the  rains  seem  to  favor  all  the  non- 
native  plants  (the  weeds)  and  the  native  plants  suffer  from  the  competition.  We  needed  all 
the  help  we  could  get  to  remove  the  non-natives  before  they  did  too  much  damage.  There's 
still  lots  more  work  to  be  done  so  come  out  and  help  on  the  3rd  Saturday  of  the  month 
from  9AM  to  12  Noon. 

On  your  walks  in  the  Canyon  be  sure  and  look  for  the  butterflies.  Our  many  native  and 
non-native  plants  have  made  the  Canyon  one  of  the  best  places  in  the  Bay  Area  for  seeing 
butterflies.  The  butterfly  survey  in  1992  listed  24  species  of  butterflies  in  Glen  Canyon. 

One  of  the  butterflies  I've  seen  more  often  in  recent  years  is  the  Mourning  Cloak.  In 
Victorian  times  after  a  year  of  wearing  black 
mourning  clothes  women  would  add  a  yellow 
border  to  their  garments.  The  Mourning  Cloak 
butterfly  is  all  black  and  has  a  creamy  yellow  bor- 
der edging  its  wings.  Another  butterfly  you're 
sure  to  find  is  the  Buckeye  with  large  round  spots 
on  its  brown  wings.  It  likes  to  rest  on  the  road 
and  trails  with  its  wings  spread  flat  to  catch  the 
sun.  other  butterflies  you'll  most  likely  see  are  the 
Anise  Swallowtail.  Chalcedon  Checkerspot,  and 

the  Monarch.  So  keep  your  eyes  open.

A  Guide  for  the  Perplexed.

Are  They  Messing  with  Your  Phone  Service? 


Do  you  routinely  check  your  phone  bill  each 
month  to  be  sure  that  all  charges  are  valid?  If  you 
do,  you  can  better  deal  with  a  couple  of  scams  that 
continue  to  bedevil  phone  users. 

Slamming  is  where  a  long  distance  carrier  switch- 
es your  service  without  your  approval.  This  was 
rather  common  the  last  few  years  due  to  the  intense 
competition  between  long  distance  carriers.  The 
problem  seems  to  be  diminishing  during  the  last  six 
months  or  so,  but  still  occurs. 

Your  best  protection  is  to  call  Pacific  Bell  cus- 
tomer service  at  (800)  310-2355,  talk  to  a  representa- 
tive and  request  that  they  block  any  switching  of 
your  long  distance  carrier  unless  you  give  written 
authorization. 

A  newer  scam  is  cramming  -  unauthorized  phone 
charges  appear  on  your  bill  for  calls  you  did  not 
make.  Usually  they  are  900  pay-per-minute  calls. 
Sometimes  they  result  from  an  initial  free  call  to  an 
800  number  which  then  switches  you  to  either  a  900 
number,  or  to  some  overseas  number.  Many  people 
see  area  codes  like  809.  868.  869,  878  and  think  they 
are  domestic,  when  they  actually  are  for  various 
Caribbean  islands  and  incur  long  distance  charges.  If 
you  have  children  or  adolescents  in  the  home,  warn 
them. 

If  you  have  been  scammed.  don't  pay.  Complain 
to  Pacific  Bell  which  will  usually  take  the  900 
charge  off  your  bill.  Also  complain  to  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (800)  649-7570  +  0 
(10am-3pm)  and  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  (888)  225-5322  (8am-5:30pm  eastern 
time). 

If  you  are  charged  from  an  overseas  scammer. 


these  two  commissions  lack  jurisdiction  to  help. 
Still  you  shouldn't  pay.  Try  to  reach  the  scammer's 
local  phone  company  to  complain,  but  realize  there 
is  not  much  incentive  to  satisfy  you. 

You  can  put  a  900  block  on  your  phone  by  calling 
Pacific  Bell.  The  block  won't  work  if  the  call  is  ini- 
tially made  to  an  800  number  which  then  gets 
switched  to  a  900  number. 

Phone  tapping  is  another  way  for  you  to  be  hit  by 
unauthorized  charges.  In  the  old  days,  a  wire  was 
physically  run,  usually  from  where  the  phone  line 
came  into  the  building.  This  still  happens  in  apart- 
ment buildings.  Now  with  the  widespread  use  of 
cordless  phones  it  is  much  easier  for  people  to  "tap" 
your  line  if  you  have  the  older  analog  style  phone. 
All  they  need  is  a  scanner  that  picks  up  the  frequen- 
cy used  by  your  cordless  phone.  Calls  made  on  that 
frequency  (when  you  are  not  using  it)  will  appear  on 
your  bill.  Here,  the  solution  is  to  either  unplug  the 
phone  from  the  telephone  wall  jack  when  you  are  not 
using  it  (rather  inconvenient)  or  to  replace  it  with  the 
newer  digital  phone.

Feature  performers  may  be  contracted  on  a  paid  basis.  Volunteers  appreciat- 
ed and  welcome! 

Info  tables- Volunteers  to  answer  questions,  give  directions,  and  promote 
activities  at  Festival  info  tables. 

Children's  activities-Plan  activities,  develop  materials;  conduct  activities  on 
day  of  festival.  Young  people  particularly  encouraged  to  volunteer! 

Flea  market-Rent  a  booth  and  bring  your  wares! 

Merchant  liaison-Plan,  develop  materials,  and  work  with  local  businesses  on 
mutual  promotion. 

Finally,  although  planning  is  already  in  full  swing,  it's  not  too  late  to  join 
the  Festival  committee  itself  and  help  out  with  the  many  details  that  go  into 

planning  and  conducting  a  successful 
event  of  this  kind.

It's  hard  to  believe  but  on  April  28th,  Glen  Park  Books  celebrated  its  third 
anniversary!  It  seems  like  yesterday  that  we  unpacked  those  100+  boxes  of  books 
and  tried  to  figure  out  categories  to  put  them  in.  With  neither  of  us  having  any 
retail  or  bookselling  experience,  we  spent  a  lot  of  time  in  our  first  six  months 
learning  from  our  mistakes.  All  of  our  customers  were  wonderfully  patient  with 
us  (particularly  with  me  as  the  computer  idiot).  You  all  were  so  welcoming  and 
so  determined  to  make  sure  that  we  would  survive  in  your  neighborhood.  Three 
years  later,  you  are  still  just  as  determined  and  it  is  clear  that  this  is  now  our  neigh- 
borhood too.  Probably  neither  Jill  nor  I  anticipated  that  so  many  of  you  would 
become  our  friends  as  well  as  our  customers.  We  love  having  the  bookstore  be 
a  place  where  people  meet,  hang  out.  exchange  information  and  generally  be  a 
part  of  the  community. 

This  is  our  first  column  for  the  Glen  Park  News  and  we  thought  that  it  could 
be  a  place  where  we  let  you  know  what  books  we've  liked  or  books  that  have  been 
popular  with  other  customers,  what  new  books  might  be  coming  up  soon,  what's 
happening  the  book  industry,  or  whatever  else  you  might  like  to  read  about. 

For  example,  A  Grave  Talent  by  Laurie  King  is  by  far  our  best  selling  book. 
This  is  the  first  book  in  a  series  featuring  San  Francisco  police  officer  Kate  Mar- 
tinelli.  The  second  in  the  series.  To  Play  The  Fool,  is  our  sixth  bestseller.  For 
those  mystery  fans  out  there  that  haven't  read  Laurie  King— you  are  missing  out! 
She  also  has  a  Mary  Russell  series  that  pulls  Sherlock  Holmes  out  of  retirement. 
The  other  top-selling  fiction  for  our  neighborhood  has  been  Snow  Falling  on 
Cedars  by  David  Guterson  and  The  English  Patient  by  Michael  Ondaate,  both 
beautiful  and  moving  novels.

Report  on  MUNI  Summit

On  February  14,  1998,  the  S.F.  neighborhood  alliance  for  political  action,  pre- 
sented a  MUNI  SUMMIT— "Be  Part  of  the  MUNI  Solution  "  Present  at  this  "Sum- 
mit" were  the  primary  labor  leaders  from  Transit  Workers  Union  and  MUNI  admin- 
istrators responsible  for  MUNI  operations  and  just  plain  citizens.  We  all  know 
what  is,  and  was,  wrong  with  MUNI:  neglect  by  elected  officials,  budget  cuts, 
lack  of  leadership,  shortage  of  drivers  and  maintenance  workers,  old  rolling  stock, 
scheduling,  and  other  complaints.  Each  MUNI  Department  gave  an  informational 
report,  and  MUNI  workers  were  present  to  give  an  informational  report  from  their 
perspective.  It  was  very  educational.  Members  of  the  audience  asked  questions, 
and  Mayor  Willie  Brown  gave  a  rousing  speech  about  MUNI  and  how  important 
is  is  and  how  it  is  turning  around. 

The  results  of  this  informational  summit  was  a  set  of  proposals  which  were 
formally  presented  to  Mayor  Brown  on  March  3rd.  The  main  proposal  is  for  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make  the  MUNI  transit  system  the  City's  NUM- 
BER ONE  PRIORITY.  The  proposals  were  sent  to  the  Supervisors  asking  them  to 
declare  MUNI  as  the  City's  NUMBER  ONE  PRIORITY,  by  March  20. 1998. 

Well,  the  response  was  not  so  good.  Only  Tom  Amniano  responded  that  he  would 
make  MUNI  the  number  one  priority.  Nothing  has  been  heard  on  this  matter  from 
the  other  supervisors.  The  "Summit"  proposals  are  reasonable  and  possible.  The 
following  are  the  proposals  that  Supervisors  were  asked  to  commit  to: 

1 )  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  make  MUNI  the  NUMBER  ONE 
PRIORITY. 

2)  That  an  excise  gasoline  tax  of  0.05  %  per  gallon  should  be  dedicated  to 
MUNI.  (Based  on  last  year's  gasoline  consumption,  this  could  amount  to 
$18,620,000.  per  annum.) 

3)  That  the  hiring  process  be  streamlined,  and  that  MUNI  be  allowed  to  hire 
without  going  through  the  City's  Department  of  Human  Services  (which  can 
take  months).  MUNI  would  be  allowed  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  Civil 
Service  within  its  own  Department  until  the  hiring  can  catch  up  to  the  attri- 
tion rate. 

4)  That  MUNI  be  allocated  funds  for  a  public  education  program  so  the  pub- 
lic will  know  what  they  can  do  to  improve  boarding  time,  make  room  for 
more  riders  on  cars.  etc. 

5)  That  the  Mayor  convene  a  Regional  Transit  Conference.  Since  SF  services 
all  the  surrounding  counties,  they  should  be  held  publicly  accountable  for 
facilitating  their  residents  onto  public  transit. 

6)  That  the  1989  1/2%  Transportation  Sales  Tax  be  amended  by  substituting 
the  word  "transit'  for  transportation,  so  that  MUNI  will  receive  the  full 
benefit  of  the  entire  tax  instead  of  the  60%  it  now  receives. 

A)  That  the  word  "transportation"  should  be  reserved  to  reflect  mass  transit: 
e.g.  buses,  trains,  and  trolleys,  streetcars,  etc. 

B)  That  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  should  not  be  using  these  funds 
for  traffic  lights— instead  they  should  fund  these  non-transit  items  from 
their  own  budget. 

C)  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  should  spend  their  own  funds  for 
street  repairs  and  paving.  These  items  should  not  be  considered  a  "trans- 
portation" item. 

7)  That  DPT  be  directed  to  work  closely  with  SFPD  to  clear  all  major  inter- 
sections during  peak  hours,  and  that  drivers  whose  cars  that  block  intersec- 
tions, be  heavily  fined. 

8)  That  enforcement  for  the  car-free  diamond  lanes  be  escalated. 

9)  That  Market  Street  be  close  to  private  automobile  traffic  between  5th  and 
the  Embarcadero  from  6:00  a.m.  to  9:00  a.m.  and  from  3:00  p.m.  to  6:00  p.m. 

10)  That  the  Public  Transportation  Commission  be  directed  to  seat  a  Citizens 

Advisory  Committee  to  work  directly  with  MUNI. 
You  can  see  that  these  are  common  sense  proposals.  Surely,  they  are  worthy 
of  a  commitment  on  from  our  elected  Supervisors. 

Hopefully,  those  of  us  who  read  this  article,  will  contact  Supervisors  and  the 
Mayor  and  ask  why  haven't  you  committed  to  making  MUNI  the  city's  NUM- 
BER ONE  PRIORITY?  Please  make  some  calls,  fax.  E-mail  or  write  our 
elected  persons.  They  have  the  power  to  implement  these  proposals.  Ignoring  cit- 
izens who  have  spent  time,  money  and  energy  helping  do  THEIR  job.  is  very 
disrespectful.  You  can  get  respect  back  by  contacting  them  add  .isknvj  why  they 
haven't  made  a  commitment  yet.

1998  Merchant  Participation  and  Sponsorship 


The  Festival  provides  a  marvelous 
opportunity  for  neighborhood  busi- 
nesses to  get  in  touch  with  local  cus- 
tomers and,  not  incidentally,  to  make 
some  money.  Store  operation  on  a 
Festival  day  will  certainly  be  different: 
foot  traffic  replaces  vehicle  traffic,  the 
street  is  full  of  competing  attractions, 
and  some  shops  might  open  especially 
for  this  one  Sunday.  The  Festival  will 
definitely  draw  people  into  Glen 
Park's  shopping  area  who  might  other- 
wise just  pass  through,  or  who  may 
not  have  noticed  what's  available  just 
a  few  blocks  from  home.  They'll  be 
relaxed  and  happy,  with  the  whole 
afternoon  ahead  of  them. 

The  Festival  will  benefit  local  busi- 
nesses, but  the  Festival  also  needs 
merchants'  support.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  ways  that  local  businesses  can 
participate  in  and  support  the  Festival 
to  help  make  this  event  a  resounding 
success.  Such  as... 

Stay  open  on  Festival  Sunday-Why 
not?  There  will  be  lots  more  people 
around  than  on  a  usual  Sunday.  Even 
on  streets  peripheral  to  the  Festival 
proper,  comings  and  goings  will  be  at 
a  high  level.  Having  all  doors  open  for 
customers  will  help  showcase  the 
neighborhood  as  alive  and  vibrant. 

Food  booths-We'd  like  to  see  as 
many  local  eating  establishments  as 
possible  participate  in  the  Festival's 
isidewalk  cafeT  on  Wilder  Street.  This 
is  a  chance  to  get  your  wares  out  there 
in  the  air  where  you'll  tickle  people's 


olfactories  and  get  them  to  sample. 
There  are  some  hassles  associated 
with  setting  up  an  outdoor  food  table, 
but  the  business  itself,  coupled  with 
the  close  association  with  a  worth- 
while community  endeavor,  should 
make  it  worth  it! 

Sponsorship-To  help  bring  about 
participation  by  and  benefits  to  local 
businesses,  we're  exploring  a  number 
of  ways  to  establish  mutual  promo- 
tion. One  obvious  example  is  financial 
sponsorship,  coupled  with  visibility  in 
the  form  of  business  promotional  ban- 
ners and  placards  around  the  Festival. 
In  particular,  logos  of  sponsoring  busi- 
nesses could  be  displayed  around  the 
stage  area  where  crowd  attention  will 
be  focussed. 

Mutual  Promotion- We' re  working 
on  other  creative  ways  to  set  up  syner- 
gy between  the  Festival  and  local 
shops.  One  idea  under  consideration  is 
setting  up  a  table  or  display  that  pre- 
sents information  about  local  business 
and  their  products  and  services.  In 
order  to  encourage  Festival  participa- 
tion by  all  Glen  Park  businesses,  repre- 
sentation at  this  table  at  a  minimal  level 
would  be  available  either  gratis  or  for  a 
nominal  fee.
